“Champlain  did  not  round  Eastern  Point  and  explore  the 
harbor  on  this  voyage,  but  made  another  excursion  in  the 
vicinity  of  what  is  now  Cape  Ann  in  September,  1606, 
entered  the  harbor  and  tarried  for  a  time,  effecting  necessary 
repairs  to  his  ship  and  its  accoutrements.  He  named  the 
harbor  Le  Beauport,  the  beautiful  harbor,  and  as  far  as  we 
have  any  certain  knowledge  he  was  the  first  white  man  who 
trod  the  shores  of  Cape  Ann. 

At  that  time  Cape  Ann  was  the  home  of  a  thrifty  settle¬ 
ment  of  Red  Men.  Champlain  drew  a  map  of  the  place, 
which  was  afterwards  published  with  an  account  of  his 
travels,  which  was  reprinted  in  Quebec  in  1870.  The  map 
referred  to  gives  a  very  graphic  pictorial  illustration  of  the 
topography  of  what  is  now  the  heart  of  the  city.  On  this 
map  is  delineated  a  few  trees,  and  at  frequent  intervals  wig¬ 
wams,  with  smoke  issuing  from  an  aperture,  occupy  the 
ground.  Near  each  of  these  habitations  is  an  enclosure, 
evidently  a  cornfield. 

When  Champlain  landed  the  savages  had  already  gath¬ 
ered  their  harvest.  There  were  some  two  hundred  in  num¬ 
ber  seen  by  the  discoverer,  the  chief  of  whom  was 
Quiouhamenec,  who,  accompanied  by  Cohonepec,  paid 
Champlain  a  visit  shortly  after  he  came  ashore,  and  they 
were  hospitably  entertained  by  the  French  voyagers.  One- 
mechin,  a  Saco  chief,  also  came  to  see  Champlain,  and  was 
given  a  coat,  but  gave  it  away  because  it  did  not  fit  him.”
